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Applicant's election with traverse of group III, claims 7-9, 12 and 15 in the reply filed 
on 28 December 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no 
showing of a burden on the office to examine all claims. This is not found persuasive 
because the showing that the different groups of claims have obtained a separate status by 
virtue of their divergent subject matter indicates that the scope of search and consideration 
of each group is different and one would expect differing issues to arise with respect to the 
patentability of each group of claims. That each group is originally classified in the same 
class/subclass does not demonstrate that the search or scope of consideration is identical. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 1-6, 10, 11, 13 and 14 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in 
the reply filed on 28 December 2005. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country 
or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application 
for patent in the United States. 

Claims 7, 8, 12 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
JP 2002-193662. 

The reference discloses dielectric materials to resonators comprising a crystalline 
phase including at least on of MgTi0 3 , CaTi0 3 , MgSi0 4 and BaTi 4 0 9 . Example 18 discloses 
selecting the components of the crystalline phase to contain 0.25 MgTi0 3 , 0.70 MgSi0 4 and 
0.05 CaTi0 3 on a mole basis. 

Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected claim. It would be 
allowable over the prior art of record if amended to include all the limitations of the base 
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claim. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the increased Q f and relative density 
obtained when firing at a temperature of at least 1300 C.
